EASILY  THE  most  extensive 
tour  was  to  Europe  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1955  when  379  choir 
members  sang  in  Great  Britain, 
Holland,  Denmark,  Germany, 
Switzerland  and  France.  Every- 
where the  continental  equiva- 
lent of  “standing  room  only” 
signs  went  up,  and  the  choir’s 
work  was  reviewed  as  one  of 
the  most  outstanding  musical 
experiences  amateur  and  profes- 
sional critices  had  enjayed  in  a 
lang  time. 

To  millions  who  nave  never 
seen  the  choir,  the  Sunday  morn- 
ing radio  concerts  over  Colum- 
bia Broadcasting  System  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada  are  a 
weekly  tradition.  The  choir  first 
broadcast  over  the  NBC  net- 
work in  1929,  but  since  1932  has 
been  heard  over  CBS,  establish- 
ing a record  for  the  oldest  con- 
tinuous series  of  noncommer- 
cial broadcasts  in  American  ra- 
dio. Plans  for  putting  the  choir 
once  a week  over  BBC  in  Great 
Britain  are  under  way. 

RECORDING  releases  have 
gained  popularity,  and  one  selec- 
tion, “Battle  Hymn  of  the  Re- 
public,” became  an  American 
best-selling  “hit”  record.  The 
choir  has  done  several  albums 
with  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra, 
including  “The  Lord’s  Prayer,” 
“Beloved  Choruses”  and  Han- 
del’s “Messiah.” 

Practice  sessions  for  the  con- 
cert are  being  led  by  Richard 
P.  Condie,  choir  director.  Assist- 
ant director  is  Dr.  Jay  E.  Welch. 
Eugene  Ormandy  will  conduct 
the  combined  groups  in  concert.

Keep  bombs  out 

GENEVA  (UPI)— The  United 
States  called  on  the  17-nation 
Disarmament  Conference  today 
to  keep  outer  space  free  of  nu- 
clear weapons. 

U.  S.  Delegate  Charles  C. 
Stelle  outlined  a three-point 
American  plan  for  ensuring  that 
space  satellites  and  other  ve- 
hicles fired  into  the  atmosphere 
do  not  contain  nuclear  weapons. 
He  spoke  to  the  conference’s 
36th  plenary  session. 

“We  must  have  agreement  to 
ensure  that  outer  space  becomes 
an  impetus  to  man’s  peaceful 
progress  and  not  a battleground 
of  the  future,”  Stelle  said. 

He  said  future  space  launch- 
ings should  be  controlled  by  a 
network  of  ground  based,  or 
possibly  spaceborn  instruments 
to  check  against  unreported 
launchings.

The_  Uni- 
verse believes  than  an  immediate  statement  of  news  is  re- 
quired of  all  those  who  deal  with  and  call  upon  the  pubLc 
for  support.  The  administration  is  no  exception. 


THIS  IS  NOT  just  a whimsical , position  which  the 
icy.  This 


newspaper  regards  as  policy.  This  is  vital  if  one  takes  the 
position  that  a fully  informed  public  will  respond  to  truth 
in  a way  that  is  beneficial  to  all  officialdom  and  the  public. 
The  Universe  believes  this.  Truth  and  facts  must  be  known. 


In  governments,  one  of  the  first  things  taken  away 
when  there  are  problems  or  skulduggery,  is  the  people’s 
right  to  information.  From  there  on,  people  not  having  a 
basis  upon  >vhich  to  make  decisions  are  at  the  mercy  of 
their  leaders. 


OUR  ADMINISTRATION  is  not  totalitarian,  but  it 
must  always  remain  responsive  to  the  people  it  administers. 
It  must  be  able  to  gauge  the  little  wishes  of  the  little  people. 
It  cannot  do  this  if  information  is  not  forthcoming. 


The  Daily  Universe  believes  that  not  only  do  the  little 
people  have  a right  to  have  information,  but  that  the  ad- 
ministration should  be  willing  to  give  this  information  free- 
ly, completely,  honestly  and  immediately.  The  Universe 
will  continue  to  gain  all  the  information  it  can.
